LABOR TROUBLES- 


May 1st demonstrations were made by 


Ubor organizations in many parts of Eu- 
rope as well as in the United States, At 
Fourmiea, Prance, there was a conflict be- 
twaen the working people and the troops. 
It in alleged that the workmen and tb*ir 
sympathizers hurled stones and brickbats 
at the troops, and threatened to disarm 
them. 
However that may bo, the troops 


fired upon the crowd, killing eight men, 
six 
women and several children, end 


wounding more or less seriously several 
others. Houses in raoga of the fire were 
literally riddled with bullets. 


The local exoitemeat is intense. Crowds 


from labor centers congregated at Four- 
mies, and the funeral of the victims was 
postpcned by the authorities to give them 
opportunity to get more soldiers on the 
scene. 
The Prefect refused to receive a 


deputation asking for the removal of the 
regiment that fired upon the crowd. The 
city is pwotically in a state of Beige. 
Cav- 


alry patrol the streets and are greeted with 
yells of reprobation by men, women and 
children. 


In the Chamber of Deputies the Socialists 


and Bonlscgists joined in demanding a 
vote of censure against the Minister of the 
Interior as baing responsible for the slaugh- 
ter at Fourmies, bat confidence in the 
Government was sustained by the decisive 
majority of 359 to 33. 


Meantime some of the most active labor 


leaders have gone to Belgium to procnre 
arms, and crowds surround the prison and 
demand the release of their comrades who 
were arrested. 


At Scottdale, Pennsylvania, the excite- 


ment is almost as intense as at Fonrmios. 
It is alleged that the Superintendeet of the 
works and a pit boss went to the rescue of 
two men who were being held prisoners by 
the strikers, They were stoned and the 
Sopprintendent ordered 
the Pinkerton 


guards to fire, and in the volley which fol- 
lowed one of the strikers was shot dead and 
another was mortally 
wounded. 
The 


strikers charge that the killing was murder, 
ax the men werefsimply jeering the Super- 
intendent who could not get men to take 
the places of the strikers. 


Another report of the affair is that the 


Superintendent and two others were es- 
corting the men to work and that the Pink- 
erton guards, mistaking them for rioters, 
fired upon them, killing one of them in- 
stantly. 
• Reports from other parts of otir own 
country aa well as Europe, are to the effect 
that strikes are occurring on two continents 
and that labor troubles are wide spread. 
While numerous causes are assigned, the 
principal, and in fact the only one, is tbat 
workmen are dissatisfied with the wages 
they receive, which they claim will not sap- 
ply themselves and their families] with the 
common necessaries of life. What the re- 
sult will be in the present cases can be 
readily surmised, but what it may be in 
the future can only be conjectured. This 
year by pre-arracgement there were pro- 
cessions and demonstrations by labor or- 
ganizations in nearly every civilized coun- 
try; a few years hence, by a like arrange- 
ment, there may be a general uprising on 
Labor clay, which the authorities may be 
unable to suppress. 


SAWYER'S SUCCESSOR. 


Lorenzo Sawyer, Circuit Judge of the 


Ninth Judicial District, comprising Cal- 
ifornia, Nevada and Oregon, is about to 
retire from the Bench. There are several 
applicants for the position, the most prom- 
inent of whom are ex-Congressman Morrow 
of San Francisco and ex-Supren>e Judge 
Works of the California Supreme Court, 
The Federal officials and Judge Sawyer 
join in urging the claims of Judge Works, 
while San Francisco business men espouse 
the cause of the ex-Congressman. 
The 


President, it is said, being something of a 
politician, decided while in San Francisco 
to please the business men, and assured 
Mr. Morrow that he will receive the 
appointment, though it is conceded that 
Works is by far the most competent of the 
two for the place. 


It was thought at one time that the 


Judgesbip might be given to Nevada and 
Judge Hawley was 
thoroughly recom- 


mended to succeed Judge Sawyer, but the 
President seems determined to give no 
outside position to Nevada, feeling assured 
thai he will receive its electoral vote how- 
ever much he may slight it in making 
appointments, or injures it by opposing 
free coinage.

CINCINNATI, May 5.—TZ»« American Citi- 


zens Equal Bights Association, composed 
of colored men, held a convention hero to- 
day. 
They adopted a series of resolutions 


affirming the purpose to secure a full and 
free exercise of every right given them by 
the constitution. 
They entered a protest 


againat the efforts of a few so-called lead- 
ers of the race to iudaae the Administration 
to recognize them to the exclusion of a 
more progressive ol«sB whose aim it it to 
work In the ia It rest of the »hole people. 
They alto called tbe attention of the organ-

Be Was Inalnerated to tile Music of • 


Band—Bl* AaUea Were Cast Into tbe 
Air from the Statue of liberty in New 
York Hnrbor—All •* Be Directed. 
A little white cloud floated out from 


the head of the Statue of Liberty at 4 
o'clock in the afternoon, and in it dis- 
appeared in the four winds of heaven 
the remains of Henry Meyer, hotel 
keeper, of SUten Island. 


To be buried in this singular, half 


cynical fashion in midair, as it were, 
was exactly as the dead man had often 
directed while he lived. As he had 
wished, his body was cremated, his 
handful of ashes was preserved in a box 
until the next Sunday should come, 
and thpn, with tho popping of cham- 
pagne bottles and expressions of good 
will, but no grief, was cast from the top 
of Liberty whenever it would go. In 
the clear sunshine of the beautiful day, 
looking p.o bigger an4 pf no mpre im- 
portance than a puff of cigar smoke, 
the cloud hung for a moment under the 
lee of the statue. Then the sharp north- 
west wind caught it, whirled it instantly 
out of sight in the direction of the dead 
man's old home, and that was the last 
of the body pf Henry Meyer. 
A jovial though on odd soul, and a 


hotel keeper for thirty years at Port 
Richmond, Mr. Meyer was well known 
to every Staten Islander and a good 
many other people, too. From the name 
of his hotel he got to. be called "Puck" 
Meyer, so that his real first name was 
generally forgotten. 
He was a skeptic, 


a socialist, a strenuous advocate of cre- 
mation, a pretty good liver and a man 
of great popularity in spite of a thousand 
peculiarities which will be Staten Island 
folk lore for generations. 


No one saw "Puck" die. He was 


found dead in his bed in the hotel on the 
morning of Feb. 14. His wife was the 
first to discover his death. As his wills 
madia many years ago, directed, the body 
was taken to the Fresh Pond crematory, 
on Long Island, two days later and in- 
cinerated. A committee from the Staten 
Island Schuetzen corps, of which Meyers 
had been a member, accompanied the 
remains in three carriages, with a brass 
band. 


The body was dressed in the blue uni- 


form of the Schuetzeu corps, and after it 
had been consumed the brass buttons 
and other pieces of metal which the fire 
had not destroyed were preserved as 
souvenirs. The ashes, weighing little 
more than three pounds, were of a 
whitish color and as feathery as cigar 
ashes. They were carefully placed in a 
round tin box and put in charge of First 
Lieut. Moritz Wegerle. Then, with the 
band playing a lively air, the party re- 
turned to Staten Island. 


The special committee took the steam- 


er Bay Ridge for Bedloe's Island. 


To avoid curiosity Lieut. Wegerle had 


the tin box in a brown Gladstone bag. 
He swung this carelessly in his hand as 
the party climbed to the top of the ped- 
estal. Then they went outside the statue 
on the stone platform surrounding it, 
and there the bag was opened and the 
master of ceremonies disclosed four 
brown paper bags, each containing an 
equal amount of Meyer's ashes. There 
was a spoonful or two left in the bottom 
of the case, which were saved for 
"Puck's" married sister on Staten Island 
at her request. 


As he handed around the bags Mr. 


Rinschler made this speech: 


"Here are the ashes of old 'Puck' 


Meyer. Ho was a good man, beloved by 
all. I never knew of any wrong thing 
he ever did." 


Each man that got a bag stuck it into 


his pocket. Then the party proceeded 
to climb the winding stairs to Liberty's 
head. Their movements, however, had 
been observed by Watchman Horn, and 
as they began the ascent he called out: 
"What have you got there? 'Puck' 
Meyer?" 


Consternation was depicted on every 


face until Horn shouted again: "It'a 
all right. Go ahead. You can com* 
up!" Up they went accordingly, but in 
one of tho sharp turns Capt. Fiftk who 
is a portly man, got hopelessly stuck. 
He handed his bag of. ashes io,Mr. Boehe 
and went back. to. the pedestal. It had 
been intended, to throw> the ashes from 
the to^Nih, tjut thajb was impossible. They 
had; forgotten, the nsqe.ss.ary formality of 
the special permit,.

He refused to let the sturgeon?, amputate 
his limb, although they said he couldn't 
live unless he did, and biocrght the leg 
and the rest of his body home safe and 
sound at the end ol the-war. He never 
wore an overcoat, always wore a silk 
hat the year round and always-carried a 
cane. The Staten Island children al- 
most worshiped him. 
: Meyer provided in his will that his 
friends should have a. champagne supper 
after scattering his ashes, but it was 
found tbat no money remained for this. 
In fact, the man died a 'bankrupt. His 
place at Port Richmond was sold tinder 
foreclosure the day after he died. He 
left one child, a son 3 yje.trs old, by his 
present wife. His life was-a fast and a 
]merry one, and his friends hardly knew 
whether to laugh or cryover hisrmemorj.
